A Woman in Love is ſoon perſwaded to 
any thing, provided it tends to the accompliſh- 
ment of her Defires. Accordingly Camilla 
lik'd her Lover's Advice fo well, that, without 
any farther Conſideration, ſne comply d with 
his Will, and got out at a Garden Door, which 
led into another Street, attended only by Fe- 
- niſa, who would not leave her upon this - 
ſion. They took a Reſolution not to depart

For the beſt Way to diſappoint the Search of

Being thus agreed they took 


their Way thro' ſeveral Streets towards the

Pon Vincent was ſurpriz d, and the Fearful 
Lady diſmay'd, eſpecially when they perceiv'd 
that the Perſon who aſk'd the Queſtions was 
Don Claudio's Brother-in-law ; who being as 
we told you before, Governor of the City, 
tho* Ignorant as yet, of what had happen'd, 
was taking his Rounds in thoſe moſt remoteParts 
of the Town, to rid them of a parcel of Thieves, 
who, under the Notion of poor Soldiers, were 
faid to rob all they met, that way. Don Vin- 
cent altering his Voice, as much as he could, 
as believing no otherwiſe than that the Go- 
vernor knew what had happen'd, anſwer' d, 
That he was a Gentleman of the beſt Quality 
in Valencia, and that Lady very well known, 
and therefore, ſince it appear d that the whole 
Offence was but a ſlip of Youth, he begg'd the 
Favour that he would not inſiſt upon knowing 
them; and this he did with abundance of 
Courteſie, and more Submiſſion than would 
have agreed with his Temper at another Time; 
but he knew that upon ſome Occaſions a Man 
is a Gainer by humbling himſelf.

Sign of ſome private Guilt, and therefore drew 
nearer Don Vincent in a rough and imperious 
manner, to force his Cloak from before his 
Face. He ſeeing the Governor's Reſolution, 
turn'd to Camilla, and ſaid, Madam, This is an

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Cloak to lay hold of his Sword and Target, 
and the brightneſs of the Night contributed 
much to his being diſcover'd: However, con- 
ſidering there was no apprehending of him at 
that time, becauſe the meeting of him with a 
Woman was no Offence that would juſtifie 
the breaking open of the Doors of the Mona- 
ſtery, he return'd to the place where the Fray 
began, and where he had left Camilla and Fe- 
niſa, with two of his Men, both of them Pale, 
and almoſt Speechleſs with Fear.

Their Notion, it's true, 
was right, but they did not conſider that ſuch 
things muſt be done with Caution, for to fly

A Report being thus ſpread abroad, that 


Don Vincent was many Leagues from the King- 
dom of Valencia, the Viceroy gave over his

ſtanding by this Time, by the unanimous

a Statue without Senſe or Motion. For our Con- 
dition is ſuch that not only Sorrow diſturbs 


Our Mind, but even Joy often puts us out of 


Order. In ſhort, after having debated the 
whole Buſineſs at Leiſure, they agreed that Don 
Vincent ſhould be hid till Midnight in a Ser-

Hours. During that time he had the Oppor- 
tunity of putting Don Vincent into Martinez's 
Room, this being the Name of the Servant, 
who was intruſted with both their Loves.
